The Household of Faith

Text, “As we have therefore oppor- 
tunity, let us do good unto all men, es- 
pecially unto them who are of the house- 
hold of faith,’ Gal. 6:10. 

I fancy that Paul could see a broad 
field for us to labor in and some differ- 
ent faiths to come in contact with, so he 
gave us this good text to hide in our 
hearts. We are to love all of God’s people 
and do good unto them. The text says 
“especially unto them who are of the 
household of faith.” This body of people 
that is so founded upon God’s Word can 
throw light out to others by doing good 
unto them. 

These words, “household of faith,” 
carry with them a great meaning. Paul 
said that there was one Lord and one 
faith, then he spoke again about all com- 
ing to the unity of the faith. Yes, “He 
gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; 


and some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; for the perfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of Christ 
(the Church): Till we all come in 
the unity of the faith (not spirit), 
and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fulness of Christ: That 
we (the household of faith) henceforth 
be no more children, tossed to and fro, 
and carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, and cun- 
ning craftiness, whereby they lie in wait 
to deceive; but speaking the truth in 
love, may grow up into him in all 
things, which is the head, even Christ: 
From whom the whole body (household 
of faith) fitly joined together and com- 
pacted by that which every joint sup- 
plieth, according to the effectual work- 
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ing in the measure of every part, maketh 
increase of the body unto the edifying 
of itself in love,” Eph. 4:11-16. 

We don’t come in contact with this 
faith at the new birth or when we are 
born again. Jude 3 says, “Beloved, when 
I gave all diligence to write unto you of 
the common salvation, it was needful for 
me to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend for the 
faith which was once delivered unto the 
saints.” Notice this was written to saved 
people. He exhorted them to contend for 
the “faith.” Yes, without a settled faith 
to govern the spirit that we possess from 
God we may make shipwreck. This 
“household of faith” is ruled and gov- 
erned by the Word of God, by those who 
are over us in the Lord. Paul had authori- 
ty over Titus. He writes to him in Titus 
1:4, 5, “To Titus, mine own son after 
the common faith: Grace, mercy, and 
peace, from God the Father and the Lord 
Jesus Christ our Saviour. For this cause 
left I thee in Crete, that thou shouldest 
set in order the things that are want- 
ing, and ordain elders in every city, as I 
had appointed thee.” Paul appointed him 
to do this work for the Lord. He told 
Timothy whom to place in position to 
carry on the Lord’s work. 2 Tim. 2:1, 2, 
“Thou therefore, my son, be strong in 
the grace that is in Christ Jesus. And the 
things that thou hast heard of me among 
many witnesses, the same commit thou 
to faithful men, who shall be able to 
teach others also. Peter had reference to 
the “household of faith” when he spoke 
about the “brotherhood.” 1 Pet. 2:17, 
“Honour all men. Love the brotherhood. 
Fear God. Honour the king.” A brother- 
hood has power and authority to adopt 
decrees, etc., to make firm the body. 

If the Church must have government 
it must also have officials to exercise the 
power and authority of government. The 
Bible reveals that God has provided said 
officials and they are His ministers to 
exercise His government. God uses man 
as an agent only. Therefore the officials 
of the Church have no right to make 
rules for the Church other than the 
Scriptures authorize. If so, they act as 
a supremacy and not as an agent. This 
is displeasing to God for He alone has 
supreme power and authority over the 
Church (household of faith). Paul said, 
“For we are laborers together with God.” 
In Matt. 18:17, 18; 1 Cor. 6:1-5; 1 Cor. 
5:9-13 we have positive proof that God 
has delegated authority to the Church to 
judge matters between its members and 
to withdraw fellowship from those who 
walk disorderly. Our decisions must be 
according to God’s Word. If the Church 
does not use its delegated authority and 
withdraw fellowship from those who 
walk disorderly, it will be guilty of de- 
linquency. On the other hand those who 
will not submit to the Church when it

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THE WHITE THRONE JUDGMENT 


Doom of the Unbelieving Dead: The 
Last Judgment 

“And I saw a great white throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose face the 
earth and the heaven fled away; and 
there was found no place for them. And 
I saw the dead, small and great, stand 
before God; and the books were opened: 
and another book was opened, which is 
the book of life: and the dead were 
judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their 
works. And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in them: 
and they were judged every man accord- 
ing to their works. And death and hell 
were cast into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. And whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire,” Rev. 20:11-15. 

This judgment will take place at the 
close of the millennium. Three classes 
will be at this judgment: (1) The 
wicked dead that did not come forth in 
the first resurrection; (2) the sheep na- 
tions which are devoured at the close of 
the thousand years. “And when the thou- 
“sand years are expired, Satan shall be 
loosed out of his prison, and shall go out 
to deceive the nations which are in the 
four quarters of the earth, Gog and Ma- 
gog, to gather them together to battle: 
the number of whom is as the sand of the 
sea. And they went up on the breadth of 
the earth, and compassed the camp of the 
saints about, and the beloved city: and 
fire came down from God out of heav- 
en, and devoured them.” Rev. 20:7-9; 
(3) the fallen angels who.are reserved 
in everlasting chains under darkness. 
“And the angels which kept not their 
first estate, but left their own habita- 
tions, he hath reserved in everlasting 


chains under darkness unto the judgment 


of the great day,” Jude 6. 
When the judgment is over the devil 






and his angels, and all the ungodly, will 
have been consigned to the lake of fire. 
“And the devil that deceived them was 
cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, 
where the beast and the false prophet 
are, and shall be tormented day and night 
for ever and ever,” Rev. 20:10. 

The great white throne judgment will 
not be on the earth. It will be during the 
renovation of the earth by fire, for the 
renovation of this earth is reserved or 
kept for the time of that judgment which 
Peter calls the “day of judgment” or 

“perdition of ungodly men.” 2 Peter 3: 

7, “But the heavens and the earth, which 
are now, by the same word are kept in 
store, reserved unto fire against the day 
of judgment and perdition of ungodly 
men.’ 

“Looking for and hasting unto the 
coming of the day of God, wherein the 
heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, 
and the elements shall melt with fervent 
heat? Nevertheless we, according to his 
promise, look for new heavens and a new 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness,” 
2 Peter 3:12, 33. 

Peter says we are looking for a new 
heaven and a new earth wherein dwelleth 
righteousness. We have other scriptures 
concerning this. Isa. 65:17, 18, “For be- 
hold, I create new heavens and a new 
earth: and the former shall not be re- 
membered, nor come into mind. But be 
ye glad and rejoice for ever in that which 
I create: for, behold, I create Jerusalem a 
rejoicing, and her people a joy.” 

We are sure this refers to the refining 
of the earth. ‘For as the new heavens and 
the new earth, which I will make, shall 
remain before me, saith the Lord, so shall 
your seed and your name remain,” Isa. 
66:22. 

John saw a new heaven and a new 
earth. “And I saw a new heaven and a 
new earth: for the first heaven and the 
first earth were passed away: and there 
was no more sea,” Rev. 21:1. Does that 
mean that this present earth will pass 
away? We are sure that it does not mean 
that the earth itself will pass away but 
will be worked over by fire. “Thy faith- 
fulness is unto all generations: thou hast 
established the earth, and it abideth,” 
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Psa. 119:90. ““Who laid the foundations 
of the earth, that it should not be re- 
moved for ever,” Psa. 104:5. “One gen- 
eration passeth away, and another genera- 
tion cometh: but the earth abideth for 
ever,” Eccles. 1:4. 

We are sure that these scriptures prove 
that the refining of the earth is what 
Peter has reference to, also that the 
mountains will be removed and the seas 
done away with, and the earth will be 
made a beautiful place and the Lord will 
dwell with His people for ever. 

“And the sea gave up the dead which 
were in it; and death and hell delivered 
up the dead which were in them: and 
they were judged every man according 
to their works,” Rev. 20:13. From every 
place where the bodies of those who did 
not merit a part in the first resurrection 
may have fallen, God will bring them in- 
to judgment. Many argue that the fish 
have eaten the bodies in the seas, and 
those buried in the earth have been con- 
sumed by the earth and it will be impos- 
sible to bring these into judgment. But 
the souls of all these bodies have been 
kept in Sheol or Hades, the place in the 
bowels of the earth for the wicked dead, 
and God has power to bring these bodies 
back into existence. There will be a resur- 
rection at this judgment and those resur- 
rected at this time will stand before the 
judgment throne. The wicked will not 
be judged to see if they have done right- 
eousness that will merit God’s favors, but 
they will be judged for their wickedness 
and will be cast into the lake of fire with 
the beast and false prophet. 

The sad feature of this judgment will 
be that there will be many loveable peo- 
ple who will not be saved and who will 
be classed among the ungodly. They 
either rejected Christ or failed to seek 
Him for the new birth. Jesus told Nico- 
demus that he must be born again, and 
without this new birth it will be impos- 
sible to have any part with the redeemed. 
The books will be opened, which the re- 
cording angel has kept as a record of ev- 
ery man’s personal life, and every one will 
be judged according to his works. Some 
think there will be degrees of punish- 
ment, that those who have been desper- 
ately wicked suffer a more severe punish- 
ment. This is not so clear in the Scrip- 
tures. The worst of it all is the fact that 
those who are not so bad must spend 
eternity with the ungodly and that in the 
lake of fire. Their punishment includes 
the second death, which means that they 
shall lose their resurrected bodies with 
which they were judged, and go into the 
lake of fire. This will be a fearful time. 
Think of how careless men and women 
are, and many who profess to love and 
worship God know nothing of a change 
of heart and they will be doomed for- 
ever. This is the last scene in which we 
have any dealings with the earth’s inhab-

The Progressive Christian 


It should be the constant thought of 
the Christian to go on to a deeper and 
better experience with God. Many back- 
slide because they do not go on. Many 
lose ground unconsciously, and instead 
of growing in grace they become weaker 
in faith and power. Many are conscious 
of weakness but do not know the cause. 

The Christian’s experience is never so 
complete that he can let up, sit down 
and rest in past or present attainments. 
The life current is maintained by a con- 
tinued going on. The means of grace and 
salvation must not be set aside or 
omitted. Below we call attention to some 
exercises that should be continued in the 
life of the Christian: 

1. Heart-searching. The progressive 
Christian must continue to search his 
heart and watch and pray. There is so 
much about us to draw away our atten- 
tion that it is no easy task to keep your 
eye always within upon your own heart, 
but you must do it or you will lose out 
and be overcome by the spirit of the ene- 
my. 

2. The Christian should humble him- 
self before God. This duty is not fulfilled 
and completed in one act, but it is the 
life-time attitude and spirit of those who 
desire to walk with God. The more we 
humble our hearts before God the closer 
and better we may be able to walk with 
Him. Seek, study, make an effort to be 
humble, more and more humble before 
God, and that from time to time, if you 
would live in closest fellowship with Him 
and increase in His blessing and favor. 

3. Draw nearer to God. Here is a 
promise, “Draw nigh to God and he will 
draw nigh to you.” An effort to get 
nearer to God is always in order. It pleases 
God to have His children choose His fel- 
lowship, and that repeatedly. He never 
imposes Himself on any one, but He al- 
ways comes and makes Himself known 
and bestows His blessing where He finds 
a welcome. Ever give Him that welcome, 
and repeat it over and over. 

4. You will make an advance step with 
God when you give Him further control 
over your life, and when you submit 
yourself to Him in a greater and fuller 
way. Perfect and constant submission to 
God and His will are necessary to perfect 
peace and perfect soul rest. Whatever we 
may withhold from the Lord is done to 
our own spiritual injury. The more com- 
plete our surrender to the Lord, the more 
perfect is our victory from day to day. 

§. Put a little more energy and pur- 
pose in your going forward with God. 


Perhaps none are going so strong and 
with such whole-hearted purpose but 
what they could speed up a little. Most 
Christians could serve God much better 
and with more reality than they do. 
Someone has said that most business men 
are only 25 per cent efficient, and yet, 
as to progress, they are far ahead of us at 
that. If the Lord and His salvation mean 
to us all that we claim, it calls for the 
very best that is in us. 

6. More trust in God. The more fully 
we humble our hearts, obey the Lord, and 
press onward with Him, the greater will 
be our faith, and the more certain will 
be our dependence in Him for the needed 
grace and power. If faith and trust be 
lacking there is a cause, there has been a 
letting down somewhere. Let us follow 
on to know the Lord better. It is our 
privilege to go on “from victory to vic- 
tory,” “conquering and to conquer.” 


An Undiluted Christianity 


“Be fair; be charitable; be Christlike; 
but let there be no mistake. Let it be ab- 
solutely clear that Christianity cannot, 
must not be watered down to suit the 
palate of either Hindu, Parsee, Confuc- 
ianist, Buddhist, or Mohammedan, and 
that whosoever wishes to pass from the 
false religions to the true can never hope 
to do so by the rickety planks of com- 
promise.” 

Sir Monier Williams, an eminent Chris- 
tian scholar, and for forty years a _ dili- 
gent student of religions of India, gave 
the above advice to missionaries.—Mis- 
sionary Review of the World. 

That Coming Moment 

A certain moment is distinguished 
from all other moments to come. It is re- 
ferred to in 1 Cor. 15:52, “In a mo- 
ment.” Much is set by it because of what 
will transpire in that moment “in the 
twinkling of an eye.” 

What wondrous events will take place 
in that moment! Here are some of the 
events that make it pre-eminent among 
all the moments yet to be: 

1. In that moment will be fulfilled the 
gracious promise given by our Lord to 
His own in the upper room at Jerusa- 
lem, and recorded in John 14:3, “I wil! 
come again and receive you unto myself.” 

2. In that moment will be brought for 
the Lord’s people the great change cited 
in 1 Cor. 15:49-53; Phil. 3:20,21. “We 
shall also bear the image of the heavenly 
. . .. We shall also be changed, in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at 
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the last trump, . . . . and we shall all 
be changed. For this corruptible must put 
on incorruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality.” 

3. In that moment also will occur the 
wondrous rapture of our Lord’s people 
who will be caught up to meet Him as 
foretold in 1 Thess. 4:15-18. “The Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God; and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: then we 
which are alive and remain shal! be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 

When will that moment come and all 
these events take place? We cannot tell, 
but from the scriptural signs all about 
us we believe the time has almost ar- 
rived. Let us watch and pray. Amen! 

Being and Doing Religion 

Salvation is first, being—‘‘ye must be 
born again.” ‘Repent and be converted 
that your sins may be blotted out.” 
After this it is saying, going, and doing 
the will of God. No one can live and do 
the Christian life until he first enters in- 
to it and knows it and possesses it. 

A Change of Heart Needed 

The human heart is “‘wicked,” “‘deceit- 
ful.” God said so. It does not need train- 
ing but changing. Unless its nature is 
changed it will never produce anything 
but sin. “A new heart will I give unto 
you, and a new spirit will I put within 
you,” is the Lord’s positive promise. 

An Inward Change 

Salvation is not an outward change, 
but an inward. Change the sinner’s heart 
and all the outflow of his life will be 
changed—all that he feels, says and does. 
Men do not kill a tree by pulling off its 
leaves and fruit, but by cutting the tree 
down. If you would change the sinner 
you must aim at his heart—it is the foun- 
tainhead or source of his sins. He must 
have a new heart or his case is helpless, 
eternally hopeless. 

A Right Heart Produces Good Fruit 

“An evil tree cannot bear good fruit.” 
You need not prune it, train it nor cul- 
tivate it, but cut it down. None but a 
good tree will bear good fruit, you must 
have a new tree—and that means to be 
born again from above, “made a new 
creature in Christ Jesus.” 

What a task it is to make gospel 
preachers, missionaries and Christian 
workers out of sinners who have not been 
born again! It cannot be done unless they 
come the old time, Jerusalem, Calvary, 
new birth route.

We Should Stand True to Christ 

Matt. 7:24-27, “Therefore whosoever 
heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise man, 
which built his house upon a rock: And 
the rain descended and the winds blew, 
and beat upon that house; and it fell 
not: for it was founded upon a_ rock. 
And every one that heareth these sayings 
of mine, and doeth them not, shall be 
likened unto a foolish man, which built 
his house upon the sand: And the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon that house; 
and it fell: and great was the fall of it.” 


We find from a study of the Scrip- 
tures that Christ was offering this para- 
ble to the people during His sermon on 
the mount to simplify His teachings. It 
made everyone understand the weakness 
of the faith of the idol worshipers and 
heathens, who worshiped everything 
from snakes to man-made images. This 
parable shows the necessity for a strong 
foundation. 

In connection with this idea, I remem- 
ber a certain summer resort, which was 
in full swing with its modern “bathing 
beauties,” amusements and evil entice- 
ments of every imaginable type. What an 
example of idol worship! Women and 
men alike, half naked in their new “back- 
less” bathing suits, roadhouses, refresh- 
ment stands, soda fountains, and gamb- 
ling houses. Men and women, boys and 
girls throwing themselves away. 

But alas! God would not allow such 
evil to continue. One August morning 
the sun rose over a cloudbank and as the 
day lengthened, the sky became over- 
cast. Storm warnings were sent out. Ev- 
ery radio and newspaper screamed warn- 
ings of a coming storm.

exercises ““God’s rule” will be guilty of 
treason against His government and 
should no longer be considered members. 
To confirm this statement we refer to 
the words of Jesus in Matt. 18:17, 18, 
“If he (the offending member) neglect 
to hear the church, let him be unto thee 
as an heathen man and a publican. Verily 
I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall bind 
on earth shall be bound in heaven: and 
whatsoever ye shall loose on earth shall 
be loosed in heaven.” In 1 Cor. 6:1-5 we 
have proof that the Church (the house- 
hold of faith) has a high degree of au- 
thority to judge matters between mem- 
bers. Members should be judged by the 
church in conference and not a civil 
court. If there are those in the Church 
who have been ordained, God gave them 
to exercise theocratic government, and 
they should be recognized. It is evident 
that Paul realized that every member was 
not able to judge between brethren, 
therefore those in authority are to render 
decisions according to God’s Word. 
When judgment is rendered according to 
the Scriptures, it is the Bible that judges. 
Man only renders the decision. 

The council before which the question 
from Antioch was laid is fully described 
in its proceedings and the record proves 
it had ruling authority. Acts 15:6, “And 
the apostles and elders came together to 
consider this matter.” After the apostles 
and elders had reached a full decision on 
this case (they were special men in au- 
thority), they put it before the house- 
hold of faith (the Church) and _ it 
pleased the whole Church, Acts 15:22. 
Then the decrees that were ordained by 
the apostles were put in the hand of Paul 
and Silas and they delivered them to all 
the churches. Acts 16:4, 5, “And as they 
went through the cities, they delivered 
them the decrees for to keep, that were 
ordained of the apostles and elders which 
were at Jerusalem. And _ so were the 
churches established in the faith, and in- 
creased in number daily.” 

If God had men in those days who 
were able to render decisions, settle ques- 
tions, who brought peace and growth to 
the churches, we believe God is still sav- 
ing and sanctifying and giving men the 
Holy Ghost and adding them to the 
household of faith to still carry on busi- 
ness for Him. The above scripture says 
“the churches were established in the 
faith, and increased in number daily.” 
We must regard the “household of faith” 
as an organization of members framed 
together for the purpose of carrying on 
Christ’s work till He comes for His 
bride for He gave this commission when 
He said, “Occupy till I come.” 

He further states of giving His men 
authority in Mark 13:34, “For the Son 
of man is as a man taking a far journey, 
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who left his house, and gave authority 
(legal power) to his servants, and to ev- 
ery man his work, and commanded the 
porter to watch.” The writer of Hebrews 
says (3:4-6), “For every house is builded 
by some man; but he that built all things 
is God. And Moses verily was faithful in 
all his house, as a servant, for a testimony 
of .those things which were to be spoken 
after; But Christ as a son over his own 
house; whose house are WE, if we hold 
fast the confidence and the rejoicing of 
the hope firm unto the end.” Paul says 
the house of God is the Church of God, 
1 Tim. 3:15, “But if I tarry long, that 
thou mayest know how thou oughtest 
to behave thyself in the house of God, 
which is the church of the living God, 
the pillar and ground of the truth.” 


I would like for us to notice some more 
work those special chosen men or offi- 
cials who were in the early Church did. 
Acts 6:1-7, “And in those days, when 
the number of the disciples were multi- 
plied, there arose a murmuring of the 
Grecians, against the Hebrews, because 
their widows were neglected in the daily 
ministration. Then the twelve called the 
multitude of the disciples unto them, and 
said, It is not reason that we (the chosen 
officials) should leave the word of 
God, and serve tables. Wherefore, breth- 
ren, look ye out among you seven men of 
honest report, full of the Holy Ghost 
and wisdom, whom we may appoint over 
this business. (They had authority in the 
Church to appoint.) But WE will give 
ourselves continually to prayer, and to 
the ministry of the word. And the saying 
pleased the whole multitude: and they 
chose Stephen, a man full of faith and of 
the Holy Ghost, and Philip, and Procho- 
rus, and Nicanor, and Timon, and Par- 
menas, and Nicolas a proselyte of Anti- 
och: Whom they set before the apostles 
(those chosen officials); and when they 
had prayed, they laid their hands on 
them. And the word of God increased 
and the number of the disciples multi- 
plied in Jerusalem greatly; and a great 
company of the priests were obedient to 


the faith.” 


This faith that we have been talking 
about is needful. It is not the Spirit that 
brings divisions, but it’s different faiths 
of people. Paul exhorted the brethren to 
mark those which cause divisions, etc. 
Rom. 16:17, ““Now I beseech you, breth- 
ren, mark them which cause divisions 
and offences contrary to the doctrine 
which ye have learned; and avoid them.” 
Paul tells the brethren to be joined to- 
gether. 1 Cor. 1:10, ““Now I beseech you, 
brethren, by the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that ye all speak the same thing, 
and that there be no divisions among 
you; but that ye be perfectly joined to- 
gether in the same mind and in the same 
judgment.” 1 Tim. 4:16, “Take heed un- 
to thyself, and unto the doctrine; con- 
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tinue in them: for in doing this thou 
shalt. both save thyself, and them that 
hear thee.”
